Retires After Forty-two Years 
of Active Service.

SAN FRANCISCO, March 21. — 
Maj.-Gen. Hunter Liggett, command- 
er of the First American Army in 
the World War, retired today as an 
active army officer, after forty-two 
years of service. A group of officials 
of the Ninth Army Corps, his last 


command in the Army, and civilian 
friends witnessed Gen. Liggett's re- 
tirerrient. 


The retiring service was dimple, 
consisting only in the reading of a 
telegram from the War Department 
notifying Gen. Liggett he had been 
relieved of army duty with the 
rank of major-general. The tele- 
gram also advised that Brig.-Gen. 
Richard M. Biatohford, commander 
at Camp Lewis, and ranking officer 
in the Ninth Corps area, would be 
in command of the area pending fur- 
ther orders. 

is TWO BIG THRILLS. 

Gen. Liggett cannot say which 
was the more thrilling of the two 
supreme moments of his life. The 
first came in the Bighorn. country 
of Wyoming in 1880. when a griz- 
ziy bear he was stalking rose from 
a clump of brush within three feet 
of him and gave him but a few 
seconds to figure a way out. He 
used one of the seconds to bring 
his cavalry carbine into action and 
it proved sufficient. The second big 
moment came when he was named 
to direct command of the 
single army in history, the 


amazing 
courage and indifference in the haz- 
ards of the World War, he is in- 
clined to think, he says, that the 
; bear thrill was the greater, because 
it brought him closer to death than 
any other event of his career. 

“I thought I was hunting that 
grizzly.” he said. “But it developed 
that we were hunting each other. 
He just rose and squared off in front 
of me and in five seconds I would 
have been a dead one if I had not 
blazed away with the carbine. He 
gave me room enough to 
shoot.”

A maneuver that led 
to his promotion to leutenant-gen- 
eral was the clearing of the Argonne 
Forest and the forced retirement of 
the enemy north of the Grand Pre 
It was called the war's great- 
est piece of major tactics. 

Arguments as to who won the war 
would not be complete without con- 
sidering the feat Gen. Liggett per- 
formed when he became a lieuten- 
ant-general. On Nov. 1, 1918, he 
launched his entire First Army 
against the Crown Prince's forces, 
broke the center of the German line 
and pushed forward to Sedan’s out- 
skirts, forcing the crossing of the 
Meuse and trapping the flower of the 
German army. Only the armistice 
saved the enemy from capitulation. 
The general endéd his active war 
campaigning when he assumed com- 
mand of the Third American Army 
after its advance into Germany to 
fulfill surrender terms. 

Gen. Liggett, while overseas, vie- 
ited the field of Waterloo and mar- 
veled at the small amount of terri- 
tory covered in the fighting. At one 
time he had his headquarters in se 
room from which Gen. Petait pre- 
viously had directed the defe of 
Verdun. 


SINCERE WAR-HATER. 


The general came out of the war a 
sincere war-hater and an advocate 
of universal military training. He is 
— writing on these sub-

Gen. Liggett was born in Reading 
Pa., March 21, 1858, and graduated 
in 1879 from the United States Mil- 
itary Academy. ‘After his Indian 
service he was an infantry instrue- 
tor in various parts of the country. 
He chafed for action in the Spanish- 
American War, but did not reach 
Cuba until the fighting was over. 
While in Cuba he

major, miember of the War College. 
Adjutant-General of the Department 
of the Lakes, _lieutenant-colonel, 
member of the General Staff, brig- 
adier-general and president of the 
War College. Service in the Phil- 
ippines brought him in 1917, at 
Manila, the rank of major-general, 
the rank with which he _ retired. 
When the war. call came he was 
commander of the Western Depart- 
ment of the Army, with headquarters 
in San Francisco. 

As director of the War College 
and later as president, he exercised 
the same influence over the men who 
were, for the most part to lead the 
Amrican troops in France, that 
Marshal Foch exercised in France.

NEW CONSTITUTION 
FOR POLAND READY. 


WILL GO INTO EFFECT AS SOON 
AS NECESSARY MACHINERY 
CAN BE PUT IN MOTION. 
(SY CABL® AND ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

WARSAW, March 20.—The new 
constitution adopted by Poland will 
go into effect as soon as the neces- 


sary machinery is set in motion. The 
Parliament is expected to dissolve 
in April,*by which time it is believed 
the arrangements for the election 
of a new rilament under the con- 
stitution will be perfected. 

he constitution, as it now be- 
comes the fundamental law of the 
land, provides for a Parliament com- 
prising a House and a Senate, the 
members of both of which shall be 
chosen by popular vote, both men 
and women 21 years of age being 
eligible to the franchise. 

The executive power is in a 
President and a responsible Cabinet. 
The President will be elected for a 
term of seven years by a National 
Assembly, composed of the members 
of the House and the Senate. The 
President my, be a Catholic or a 
protestant. e is a commander-in- 
chief of gll the military forces in 
time of peace, but in the event of 
war the responsibility shifts to the 
Minister of War, who is empowered 
to appoint the commander. 

Catholicism continues to be the 
leading faith, but all religions are 
accorded equal rights. Relations 
between church and _ state will be 
legally defined by an agreement with 
the Vatican, subject to ratification 
by Parliament. 

The constitution provides for free, 


compulsory education. 


Every citizen has the right to the 
use of his own language and a 
special bill insures the free develop- 
ment of the minority nationalities. 
The different nationalities are per- 
mitted to have their schools and 
teach their own languages under 
government supervision and with 
partial support by the state. 

The individual ownership of large 
tracts is restricted and all classes 
are given equal rights. 

The care of orphans by the state 
is provided for and night work by 
women and by.children under 16 
years of age is prohibited.

MILLIONS SPENT 
AT OIL FIELDS. 


Doheny Tells of Activities in 


Tampico Region. 
Increased Production This 
More Than 150 Wells Being 

Gushers Due. 


Drilled; 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

GALVESTON (Tex.) March 21.— 
Edward L. Doheny, president of the 
Mexican Petroleum Corporation, who 
arrived here a few days ago on his 
yacht, Casiana, from his sixty-ninth 
trip to Mexico, gave an account of 
the remarkable industrial activity 
that is now in progress in the Tam- 
pico region. 

It is conservatively estimated that 
approximately $255,000,000 of Amer- 
ican money has already been spent 
in above-surface improvements there, 
to say nothing of the many millions 
of dollars that have gone into the 
work and material of drilling wells. 
On top of this there are now being 
expended many more millions of 
dollars in additional improvements, 
and, in tact, there is no area of sim- 


flar size in the world where there 


is such gigantic industrial develop- 
ment in progress, Mr. Doheny de- 
lared. 


c 
INCREASE EXPECTED. 

Mr. Doheny expressed the opin- 
fon that it will be a long time be- 
fore there is any decrease in the 
petroleum output of Mexico. He ex- 
to see a large increase of pro- 
duction, rather than a decrease. Mr. 
Doheny came here to attend the 
meeting of the Association of Pro- 
ducers of Petroleum of Mexico. 

When asked as to his views of the 
production possibilities of the Tam- 
pico region, Mr. Doheny said that 
the output this year would be great- 
er than ever in the history of Mex- 
ico. 

“More than 150 wells are now be- 
ing drilled,” he continued, “and 
more than half of them probably 
will be gushers of the average ca- 
pacity in Mexico, which means that 
the potential raduction for the 
years 1921 and 1922 should be great- 
er than of any preceding two years. 

“The character and volume of the 
work and improvements being car- 
ried on testify more strongly than 
words to belief in the permanency 
of the output,” he declared. 

“Never has there been such @ 
scene of activity unless in the van 
of some destroying arm this 
is an army of construction.” . 

Mr. Doheny’s first trip to the 
Tampico fields was made in May, 
1900. The scene of his operations 
there has shifted from Ebano, thir- 
ty-five miles west of Tampico, where 
his first developments were made, to 
the region lying south of Tampico, 
extending from the Carbajal River 
to and south of the Tuxpam River. 


SCENE OF GREAT ACTIVITY. 


“This region has been the scene 
ot great activity in drilling and pro- 
ducing oll for a period often years,” 
he said. “Never during the period 
has there been as much operating 
going on as there is at present. 
More than 100 companies are en 
gaged in drilling wells, building pipe 
lines, storage tanks, refineries, etc. 
Great areas, which only a year ago 
were covered with dense jungle, are 
now being cleared by thousands of 
workmen, who cut and pile the jun- 


where it is 
for the occupancy of the oil com- 


panies. 

“Every tract of land is being sur- 
rounded with newly constructed 
wagon roads. The main thorough- 
fares of the country are congested 
with every character of rta- 
tion vehicle. Caterpillar tractors, 
large trucks, freight wagons with 
many mules attached, all contrib- 
ute their quota of assistance in mov- 
ing the enormous amount of freight 
which is being used for the builld- 
ing up of the industry in this re- 
gion. Many pipe lines, costing mil- 
lions of dollars each, scores of stor- 
age tanks, pumping stations drill- 
ing rigs, houses for residence, board- 
ing houses, office facilities, club- 
houses, even schoolhouses and 
churches are being erected to ac- 
commodate the horde of people em- 
ployed to accomplish the work of 
development which these oil com- 
panies are carrying on in ihis most 
prolific of all oil regions. 7 

“Where towns of several hundred 
inhabitants have existed, undisturbed 
for centuries, occupied by a primi- 
tive, but idle people, now the invad- 
ing hordes .of workingmen, under 
the direction of pioneer empire 
builders, are transforming this coun- 
try from the jungle-enveloped sleep- 
iness of centuries to a scene of con- 
struction.

GERMANS LOSE 
RHINE REGIONS. 


Are Dependent Upon Eastern 

| 
Empire Created by Uni 
Broken by Customs Border. 


Manufacturers and Merchants 
Are Hurt by Changes.

BERLIN, March 21.—The Ger-

“Duisburg, Ruhreort, is a center of 
canals and railroads with a mechan- 
ism as delicate as a watch and as 
easily disarranged. Its industry has 
been developed and handled bv ex- 
pers hands, Its disarrangement 
rings the whole region to a stand- 
still. For cxample the Rhine-Hern 
Canal and the Dortmundt-Ems 
Canal deliver 60,000 tons of coa! 
daily through Ruhrort. By cutting 
off these canals from their chief 
dumping points and deranging the 
present time schedules the whole 
system is blocked. Multiply this 
example by hundreds like it and you 
have some idea of what confusion 
is going to exist on both sides of 
the new lines of demarcation.” 

The United Chambers of Com- 
merce of the occupied territory made 
this statement: 

“Eighty-five per cent of the trans- 
portation into the newly occupied 
region formerly came from other 
Parts of Germany, about the same 
Proportion of the shipments from 
this region went into the interior of 
Germany, thus leaving 15 per cent 
of the shipments to foreign coun- 
tries.

CHICAGO, March 21. — Russia, 
which affords the world’s greatest 
example of what follows when 
“soap box orators” undertake to 


handle the reins of government, may 
be saved by vigorous application of 
the contents of the boxes. — 
Seventeen thousand pounds of soap 
were shipped from this city today, 
destined for Moscow. Used sparing- 
ly, this would suffice to wash the 
faces and hands of nearly a million 
Russians, and there are predictions 
that a few applications of soap and 
water would speedily transform the 
frowsiest Bolshevik into something 
resembling a human being. 

The soap is the gift of the Amer- 
fean Red Star League and is be- 
ing sent at the earnest solicitation 
of the soviet government, which 
says that typhus and other epidemic 
diseases are killing hundreds, chief- 
ly babies, every day. The consign- 
ment started today will be used in 
the hospitals or at least that is the 
understanding. More will be sent, 
the plan being to ship an aver- 
age of eight tons every month.

Effect of Oil Prices, 


Declare Earnings Are Under 
Commission Allowance. 


Corporation’s Side is Told to 


Board Members. 


The reasons justifying the appli- 
cation By the Los Angeles Gas and 
Electric Corporation for an increase 
in gas rates, as submitted to the 
Railroad Cammission, were sét forth 
at a hearing before Commissioners 
Brundige and Rowell yesterday tn 
the commission's rooms in the Pa- 
cific Finance Building. 

W. KE. Houghton, comptroller of 
the company, in a seriés of detailed 
statements, showed the condition of 
the plant, the totel investment there- 
in and operating costs. He also 
showed that the earnings of the 
company are now at a rate below 
that set by the commission as rea- 
sonable. 

The total amount of capital in- 
vested in the gas plant was estab- 
Ushed by adding the increases since 
the valuation made by the commis- 
sion in July, 1918, to the invested 
capital as established by that valua- 
tion. In this way it was shown to 
be more than $20,000,000. 

Various witnesses detailed the ex- 
penses resulting from the produc- 
tion and distribution of gas for the 
past tweive months and showed that 
in order t6 secure the return al- 
lowed by the comniission it would be 
necessary to get an increase in 
nue of $1,000,000 annually, which 
can Only be possible through an in- 
crease in rates. Mr. Houghton 
pointed out that the estimates of 
operating costs for the coming year 
were based on oll prices lower thap 
those prevailing time, and
